London Denies Report 
From Berlin; Warsaw 
Surrender Is Reported 


LONDON, (\P—The city of War- 
saw—bombed and burned “into an 
| unspeakable inferno”—was reported 
| by Nazis to have offered to surren- 
der, but an exchange telegraph dis- 
| patch said that at noon today de- 
fenders of the Polish capital were 
‘still fighting back. 

Whether the dispatch was filed

}man high command in Berlin—was
